Resources of the Soutli-\Vest. 


: 
CAMP DEFIANCE,. Cairo, June 1. 


Having lived in this vicinity several-years, 


and! having traveled -extensively through 
the adjoining slave states I am able to gire 
you particular information regarding the 
topography of these regions, which, to some 
extent, I did in tny last letter, and also re- 
garding the people of these states and thuir 
ability to sustain themselves in the v/ar up- 
on which they have entered. 


At present Missouri need not be. consider- 


ed as Jikely to resist the government, and 
this for two reasons:—one,1 because a major- 
ity of her people afejn favor of the1 Union, 
and'the other, becauss her governor, and 
some of her leading men, though exceed- 
i_ngly anxious to secede, simply dare not, 
and it is enough now to say that, if Gov. 
Jackson escapes hanging ^before this busi- 
ness is through, he will be more fortunate 
than lam willing to predict. So, for the 
time being, we may lay Missouri on the 
shelf as out of the way. 


Kentucky, on the whole, is a good and 


wealthy state. She is rich in good farms, 
in energetic, able-bodied and healthful men. 
and when compared with the rest of the 
south as being, self sustaining, and as pos- 
sessed of whatever makes a people prosper- 
ous and happy, she is worth all the cotton 
states combined. Her soil, for the'mosi 
part, is excellent, though considerably ini'e 
rior to that of Ohio. Good schools, partic 
ularly for'young persons somewhat ad vane 
ed, are numerous, though her common- 
school system is inferior to that of any free 
state. 
A great many young men are real- 


ly well informed, and can speak and write- 
English without any admixture of African 
phrases, and often they can scarcely be dis- 
tinguished from those of the same age. 
brought up in Ohio or New York. The 
number of young people who can' write 
more correctly than the governor must be 
very great. All this is owing to the employ- 
ment of northern teachers. 


It is frequently the case that young men, 


when possessed of means, come hither to 
Illinois, buy farms and stock them wit!' 
miiles, and here spending a portion of their 
time, are much liked. Frequently they 
marry, and by this aud other means, we 
have become very friendly. 
What I have 


just said applies to the middle class of Ken- 
tuckians, some of whom own a few slaves, 
and they form, with their connections a ma 
jority. 
But in Kentucky, as elsewhere in 


the slave states, it has been customary al- 
ways to vote for slaveholders, even if the- 
.opposing candidate (being a non-slavcholti- 
od) is much more competent j and this is- 
the reason why this state and North Caro 
Una, 
and Tennessee and Missouri, are so 


misrepresented by their governors. It i^ 
the slaveholders, and not the people who 
are taking state after state out of the Union 
and the time is not fur distant wben_ ihi- 
non-slareholders of the south must seek 
their own preservation, for their persona! 
liberty ia destined to follow the loss of their 
political liberty, though it.may be said this 
they never possessed. At the present time 
Kentucky is changing a little; tho seces- 
sion flags are coming down, and their troops 
are disbanding. 
They see that, if uecessa; 


ry, a hundred thousand troops can at a 
month's notice be ready to cross the bor 
der ; and the experience thus far of this 
unwarlike age is, that nothing is so pow- 
erful, if not so convincing, as a well ap- 
pointed army, ready to'niKrch at the tap o! 
the drum. Kentucky sees in the sure pro- 
gress of events that the fate of Missouri is 
to be hers unless she returns to her duty.1 
However, more than what she calls dut) 
will be required of her; but wait a little, 
while it is remembered that Gov. Magoffiu 
is no better than Gov. Jackson. 


Now, let us look at Arkansas. 
This is 


naturally a very poor state, so far as soil it 
concerned, and yet it is said it has more 
slaves, in proportion to tho whites, than 
any other—at any rate, the best parts of it 
are pralicularly so. The people have been 
described as very rich or very poor. In my 
opinion, they are all very poor j for, though 
a man may have 50 or 100 slaves, and 20011 
or 3000 acres of land, yet if he live in a log 
house, and have no milk, no butter, and no 
fruit, if no schools are near, and if he have 
ague a good part of the year, he is a poor 
.man,.poorer than I ever expect to be, what- 
ever bad luck I may have.' This istLetrne. 
condition of a great part of Arkansas. In 
addition, the land oft' the bottoms is com- 
paratively worthless, except for raising cot- 
ton. 
A field of timothy or of tame grass 


h seldom seen, thousands never saw red 
clover, and the average yield of corn does 
not exceed twelve bushels per acre. More 
than all, the seasons are verv dry. Had 
not the grasping hand of European and 
northern machinery been felt here, this re- 
gion would be a wilderness to-day. Bui 
with slavery prevailing, a social system, 
whose foundation is injustice, cruelty and 
crime, has bean established by the help of 
a glimmer of civilization. • 


The secession' element of this state is 


composed of two classes—the slaveholders 
and their sons; educated as gamblers, and 
petty.office-holders, and the poor,, misera 
ble, white trash, who like to hunt and drink 
whisky, and at the-head of these is the Gov- 
ernor. 
The small land-holders, who do 


their own work, would be.Union men if they 
dared to be.. Of all the dark places on the 
earth the darkest are the large cotton plan- 
tations of the semi-savage state of Arkan- 
sas. 


Tennessee is a little lighter and brighter. 


The land is better, the streams are clearer 
and run swifter, and the sun seems to shine 
more cheerfully. Eastern Tennessee, though 
sterile, except among tho coves of the 
mountains and along the water-courses, is 
settled byjan honest, industrious, and mainly 
intelligent people, and ^this section, -when 
considered with reference to climate, health, 
good water, beautiful scenery, and ability to 
grow fine fruit, is the most desirable region 
in America, and perhaps in the wholeworld. 
Here the people live to . a great age, and 
agnes aud pulmonary diseases are unknown. 
In tho future, when there shall be no slaves, 
this part of Tennessee will be valued, and 
become the resort of the invalid, the wealthy, 
and the lover of whatever is beautiful m. 
nature. 
There is scarcely a..place in .the 


world, unless it *be the-Island of Jersey, 
which is so well adapted for all kinds, of 
fruit as this. ." Yet cprn and other grains are 
raised here with "some, difficulty',: aud the 
average will, not exceed tea bushels per 
acre.

. While .on the subject of grain-growing, I- 


would say that the further south one goes 
he will find the gron"d and labor.less and 
less capable of produiing grain, and though 
Tennessee in. .the.,Aggregate: produces an 
enormous amount, it ig owing to the large 


area planted. In Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, aud Louisiana, the Uud. which is 
under cultivation cannot be made to yield 
on an average over Q\ e bushels per acre, 
and perhaps not even that. 
A bale of cot- 


ton can brf produced from ground which 
will not yield a peck of corn. In places in 
the extreme south they .pretend, to raise 
wheat, but how .much you may guess when 
I tell you that corn-broad'is'universally used 
by the rich and poor, and that It is frequent- 
ly the case with families which own slaves, 
that (lour biscuit on Sunday morning is a 
great rarity, and that the children think as 
much of it as ours wotild of the finest sweet 
cake which bur wives "can 'make. 


.Let me tell you auo'tber thing, the result 


of my experience,"and'agricultural 'writers 
may set it'down as a'i'act, that the best 
grain growing regions lie north of 38°, and 
that the further you go south the less able 
ia the soil to produce grain, and by conse- 
quence, to sustain animal life. The same- 
is to be said of apples aud the various 
grapes. The poetical idea which people 
have that the tropical regions can sustain a 
greater population than the temperate re- 
gions is a great error,' and as for sustaining 
and bringing up a vigorous people, it is 
wholly incapable of doing it. 
Hence I 


conclude, and I think-very justly, that 
wealth is found within certain latitudes and 
poverty within others, while, if slavery ex- 
ist in Loth, it will diminish the one and in- 
crease the other. The cause for this may 
briefly be said'to.be the long dry seasons. 
Even hire in southern Illinois, I find on 
my farm north of Cairo a spring month 
called Febr-uary, which I knoir not what to 
Jo with, fur the weather-is warm aud yet 
nothing grows ; then through the long fal), 
lay after day, the thermometer ranges from 
~io° to 85°, and unless it happens to rain 
the Golds become deserts.: In addition to 
this,; the heat causes a variety of billions 
diseases, during which we as much calculate 
ju using a certain nurn'bcr of bottles of 
Ayer's ague cure or some such medicine, 
as we do. of using a certain number of 
bushels of grain. 
Set down another fact- 


good and permanent health in the south- 
western states is unknown,' and this is 
shown from the census reports, by which it 
appears that the white population does not 
increase as fast as it does in the northern 
states. 
Children are raised with difficulty : 


ihe prop, so to speak, iis as uncertain ai 
that of corn, and I venture to say that one- 
third more children die at the south than at 
ihe north. To lose a child is nothing, so 
common is the event; but, of course, when 
one is out of the way room is made for itn- 
jther, and to a stranger the activity in this 
respect is remarkable. 


What might be made of this country if 


the people were free, and the laborer every- 
where owned the laud, one may speculate 
upon, and when he sees the homes of Yan- 
kees who go thither, often.with small means 
'ind make old worn-out places blossom and 
bloom, he begins to suspect that there is 
something in the men as well as in the cli- 
mate.

BATTLE AT GREAT BETHEL! 


Mn/n-AUKEE, June 11, 7 P. M. 


There was a midnight attack made on 


Great Bethel last night by some of Gen. 
Butler's troops. Being armed only with 
small fiald pieces, and coming in contact 
with masked batteries and riled cannon, 
they were obliged to retreat after a serious 
loss—30 killed and 100 wounded. 


Report says that a concerted movement 


might havo secured the position, but Brig. 
Gen. Pierce seems to have lost his presence 
of mind. Great indignation exists on ac- 
count of his conduct.

WASHINGTON, June 12. 


One hour since a messenger arrived from 


Fortress Mouroe. 


After Pierce's repulse Gen. Butler, with 


large reinforcements, proceeded to Great 
Bethel, and after a severe fight captured 
the batteries, and took a 1,000 rebel pris- 
oners.

A Row AMONG THK VoLtrsTEERS.—A dis- 


graceful row by a small number of the vol- 
unteers of the 2d regiment, took place Mon- 
day evening. Several who had leave of ab. 
tence to visit their friends before departing 
for Washington, remained in Madison, and 
gave loose to their rowdy propensities.— 
They broke into a saloon at three or four 
o'clock ia the morning,after admission had 
been refused them ; and the proprietor, Mr. 
Voigt. fired a shot-gun over their heads, 
with a view of driving them off, not intend- 
ing to injure any one. 
Upon this, they fir- 


ed upon the house with revolvers, and threw 
stone? into the windows, breaking glass, 
Bash and blinds. Mr. Voigt fired several 
times over their heads with a revolver, and 
finally discharged his shot-gun, aiming at 
their legs as nearly as he could, upon which 
they decamped. 
Nearly a wheel-barrow 


load of stones, it is said, were thrown into 
the house, and the walls in several places 
are chipped with bullets. Blood was found 
upon the sidewalk leading towards the 
camp, and a member of the Belle City (Ra- 
cine) Rifles had a wounded hand and leg 
the next morning. A soldier was found 
near the brewery dead drunk, lying upon 
the ground : a member of the Randall 
Guards, it is reported. 


Such conduct is highly disreputable ; but 


we are glad to hear that very few are ever 
gailty of this or any other species of rowdy- 
ism. Generally, the volunteers are an or- 
derly, quiet and respectable class of citi- 
lens; and this class ought not to suffer for 
the misconduct of their rowdy associates. 


THEIK PROSPECTS is LONDOX.—The Bal- 


timore Sun, a secession paper, says that the 
progress of Mr. Yancey in London is look 
ed to with concern by the confederate states. 
In a private letter to his friends in Mont 
gomery he writes that " there is a strong 
contest going on between the Ese'er Hall 
anti-slavery party and the ministry.

FORTRESS MONROE, June 10,)

Gen. Butler having learned that the reb 


els were fortifying their camp with strong 
batteries at Great Bethel, nine miles from 
Hampton on the Yorktown road, he deem 
ed it necessary to dislodge them ; accord 
itigly movements were made last night from 
Monroe aud Newport News, about mid 
night. 


Col. Duryeas' Zouaves and Col. Town 


send's Albany regiment crossed the river at 
Hampton by means of six large batteaux 
manned by naval brigade, and took up line 
of march, the former some two miles in ad 
vance of the latter—at tho same time Col 
Benedict's regiment and a detachment o: 
Vermont and Massachusetts regulars al 
Newport moved forward to form a junction 
with regulars from Fortress Monroe at Lit- 
tle Betl*el, about half way between Hamp- 
ton and Great Bethel. 


The Zouaves passed Little Bethel .about 


4 a. m, Co!. Benedict's regiment arrived 
and took a position at tho intersection o! 
the road. Not understanding the signal, 
the German regiment Sred upon Col..Town- 
send's column, marching in close order, and 
ted by Lieutenant Butler, sou and aid de 
camp of Gen'l Butler, with two pieces oi 
artillery. 


Another account says that Col. Town- 


send'a regiment fired first; at all events the 
fire of the Albany regiment was harmless, 
while that of the Germans was fatal, killing 
one man and wounding seriously t;vo oth- 
ers, with several other slight casualties. 


The Albany regiment .being back of 


the Germans, discovered from accoutre- 
ments left on the field that the supposed 
enemy was a friend. 


They had in the meantime fired 9 rounds 


with small arms and a field pieco. The 
Zouaves hearing the filing, turned arid also 
Sred on the Albany boys. 


At daybreak,'Col. Allen's and Col. Carr's 


regiments moved from the rear of the fort 
;o support the main body. The mistake at 
Little Bethel having been ascertained, the 
ouildiugs were burned, and a major aud 
.wo prominent secessionists taken prison- 
ers. 


The troops then advanced upon Great 


Bethel, but our three small pieces of artil- 
ery were unable to cope with the heavy ri- 
led cannon of the enemy. Their idle bat- 
ery was completely masked. 
No men 


could be seen only at the flashes of the guns. 
There were probably 'less than 1000 men 
behind the batteries of the rebels. A con- 
centrated movement might have secured 
he position, but General Fierce appears to 
hnve lost his presence of mind. 


The Troy regiment stood for an hour ex- 


josed to the galling fire, when an order to 
•etreat was at length given. 


Lieut. Grebbell of the U. S. army, in com- 


mand of artillery, was struck by a cannon 
jail and instantly killed. 


He had. spiked his gun, and was gallant 


ly endeavored to withdraw his command. 
Dapt. Geo. Watson of the Troy regiment, 
after the retreat was given, took possession 
of the gun and brought it off the field, to- 
gether with the corpse of the Lieut. 
Both 


were brought to Fortress Monroe. There 
are probably about 25 killed and 100 federal 
troops wounded. 


Lieut. Butler deserves the greatest credit 


'or bringing off the killed and wounded.— 
"Several of the latter are now in the hospit- 
.1 here. 
Great indignation is manifested 


against Brig. Geu. Pierce. 


Additional to the Great Bethel affair.— 


ft is not known how many were killed or 
wounded in the unfortunate collision of fed- 
eral troops previous to marching into Great 
Bethel, the loss was however inconsidera- 
te. The firing of our troops on the mask- 
ed battery did apparently little execution, 
jeing composed of small pieces and howit- 
zers against rifled caunon of the rebels. 


The attack lasted but half an hour, when 


the retreat sounded and was executed in 
good order. 


The troops throughout this trying affair 


jehaved well. Estimated number killed at 
30, and 100 wounded. 


Maj. Wintbrop, aid to Gen. Butler, and 


Lt, Col. Grinnell of 1st N, Y. regiment, are 
missing.

minutes. When they were ready to stirt. 
he fact occurred to an officer, that, in their 
jrecipitation, they had left their picket 
;uards behind them. "Let us fire our 
;uns," said the officer, "and bring the nick- 
etin." "Don't shoot for God's sake," said 
Bradley, "no doubt the enemy are right on 
is." Tho boat started down the river like 
i greyhound, the general all the while lean- 
ug himself forward to hasten htr speed, 
and he wouldn't stop until he had landed 
iis men on the Tennessee side six miles be- 
'ow the Tennessee troops at Randolph.
